New York, Jan. 8.—T he fire fighting 
forces in the down town section ot 
New York had their work cut out for 
them by three fires within a radius oi 
a mile or two. 
It required nearly three h o u rs’ work 
to subdue the three fires, which caused 
a loss estim ated at $1,250,000. 
No 
lives w ere lost, but th ere were a num ­ 
ber of accidents which involved injury' 
to firemen or citizens. 
No one was 
fatally hurt. 
The first of the fires occurred at 98 
and 
IOO Hudson street, a six-story 
double brick building occupied by the 
Thom as J. Lipton Tea company, E. C. 
H azard & Co., and th e Crandall & 
Godley company, w holesale grocery 
firms. 
Explosions am ong th e stock 
caused the fire to spread so th a t the 
building was soon a m ass of flames. 
T he firemen could do little except 
save adjoining property and this was 
accomplished. 
The total loss here is 
estim ated at $500,000. 
T he fire fighters had been at work 
but a short time on the Hudson street 
fire when a double alarm was sounded 
from the Bowery and H ester street, 
scarcely a mile across town. 
The fire 
here was iii a brick building at No. 
113 Bowery, occupied by a num ber of 
m anufacturing firms. 
Because most 
of the fire fighting apparatus was at 
the Hudson street fire, the flames 
gained effective headw ay before fire­ 
men could reach the scene. 
It was, 
however, held to the building in which 
it started, with a financial loss ol 
$150,000. 
The fire fighting force was 
ju st making fair progress in coping 
with these fires wrhen an alarm was 
rung in for a fire at 134 Crosby street, 
n ear Houston, midway betw een the 
scenes of the other fires and a few 
blocks further north. 
T he fire w as in 
a six-story loft building occupied by 
Leave, Daily & Co., straw goods m anu­ 
facturers; S. Steinfeld & Co., w aists 
and laces, and H eim an & Lichton, 
straw goods. 
This fire w as spectacu­ 
lar and difficult to fight, but was 
eventually 
drowned 
out 
when 
the 
building had been practically wrecked 
The loss here will be probably $600,- 
000.

basis as at present, both for state and

purposes.

per ton and this tax is given entirely 
to the state. 
Besides this tax these 
lands may be taxed on an ad valorem 
basis for local purposes.

put in his bill that w henever a mine 
is worked less than ninety days dur­ 
ing any season, it may be taxed on 
the ad valorem basis.

An excellent plan of organization of 
community breekers’ associations is be­ 
ing put forward by the Michigan Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
The plan is to or­ 
ganize the farmers of the community 
into associations, each association to 
control 120 cows. 
One farm er may put 
in IO cows, another IO, or any desired 
unmber. 
The association is then di­ 
vided into blocks, each block contain­ 
ing 40 cows. 
Three registered bulls! 
are bought of the chosen breed, and one j 
placed with each block of cows. 
The ; 
cost may be prorated among the mem- • 
bere according to the number of cows I 
owned. 
A t the end of two years the 
bulls are rotated,—No. I going 
to j 
Block II, No. 2 going to Block III, and 
No. 3 going to Block I. Two years j 
later the bulls are rotated again, and , 
two years following that the bulls are 
replaced by thre new ones. 
A service j 
fee of $1.00 for members and $3.00 for j 
non-members is charged, thus provid-; 
ing funds for which to defray cost of 
maintenance and handling sires. 
Applied to Pure Breeds: While the 
above plan is applied to a system of 
grading up native cattle, it can easily 
be adapted to the problem of a neigh­ 
borhood breeding of pure bred stock, 
greatly reducing the cost of pure sires 
and resulting in a center for high class 
stock. The Division of Animal H us-! 
bandry of the College of Agriculture, 
St. Anthony Park, Minn., willlfurnish 
rules and by-laws for such an organiza­ 
tion and otherwise assist in establish­ 
ing such centers in Minnesota.
